Canadians, tatfcn by and large, seem 
woefully ignorant of what has been 
done in this vast field of endeavour 
in otheC: countries. 

Here it would seem, a "Faculty of 
Commerce" is looked upon in univoi'- 
sity circles as of dubious legitimacy. 
There appears to be a curious idea that 
young men intending to "enter busi- 
ness" only need to learn a little ac- 
couiitancy, shorthand, typewriting and 
other "practical subjects" which is no 
doubt very , laudable, but that a uni- 
versity should be excused from oc- 
cupying itself .l^'ithf^uch trifling mat- 
ters. Other countries look upon a 
broad aiid liberal commercial training 
as of the highest Importance and they 
have done so for over half a century. 
France, Germany, Belgium, Italy, 
Spain, Czecho-Slovaquia, Finland, Bra- 
zil, the Argentine— all- these, and they 
are by no means all, 'figure continually 
in thé proeeedhigs of the International 
Society. Their universities have fully- 
réobgnized Faculties of Commerce; 
Boine of them hâve làrge and flouris'i|- 
Ing "Ôômmerciàl Universities." Their 
name, perhaiis, sduniis more majestic 
in Spanish or Italian; but froin photo- 
graphs and newspaper cuttings, from

It is the duty of the universities 
to Impart to them- this knowledge 
which will laciiltate their rise when 
the period of depression is over and 
cause . lihem to ' 'avoid the sad exper- 
ieho2 of : passing into oblivion at an- 
other climige in the business cycle" 
These Ideas ancJ ideals of Dr. 
-Laureys wei'e' enthusiastically received 
hy a lai'ge audience representative of 
similar ideals -elsewhere. But are they, 
as yet, representative of the universi- 
ties of Canada in. the. wider sense?

Classes should be offered for. only 
those who . are ^sufficiently intelligent 
to recognize their value. Upper class- 
men, after theh-,. orientation, .uhould 
not need incentive other than their 
own intellectual curiosity to make them 
attend ciasses.

Students should shoulder their own 
burden. If tliey have no destie to 
learn, education cannot be thrust 
down the recesses :^of their minds biv 
conipulsory attendance ■ rules.

'The December export of wood pulp 
aiid screenings amounted to 1,116,159 
cwt., valued at $2,184,043,'^ as compared 
with i,047,'ioi cwt., at $1,994,889. hi 
December, 1933. The largest purchaser 
was the United States, at V933,122 cwt,, 
followed by the United Kingdom, at 
'T3.6S3 cwt,'. and Japan 54,546. , 

Pulpwood exports showed an in- 
crease over December 1933, being re- 
ported at 63,053 cords, valued at $350,- 
208, compared with 40,035, at $234,251. 
■The United States took 52,177 coi:ds.

Fur Industry 

Of Canada 

The total value of all products of 
the fur goods industry In 1933 was 
$11,553,000, compared with $10,703,000 
in 1932 and $14,347,000 in 1931. It was 
the fh:st year since 1928*tbat there 
has been an iip-turn in value, the hi-, 
creased demand for furs bchig the' 
result of the unusually cold weather 
prevailing during the winter of 1933- 
34, as well as of the lower prices 
which brought fur goods within reach 
of a larger number of; people. The 
number of fur' coats made for men 
increased from 1,132 in 1932 to 2,359 
in 1933, and the number made in sizes 
for women from 55,306 to 65,421. The 
average price for. men's fur coats in 
1933 was $51, compared with $69 in 
1932 and 67 In 1931. and the average 
for women's fui* coats, $98, In com- 
parison with $104 in 1932 and $124 
hi 1933. -Fur- muffs have again be- 
come fashionable, the number .increas- 
ing from 2,510 in .1931 to 6,036 in 1932 
and to 14,876 iti 1933. Other items of 
importance are cuffs. . ooilara and 
scarves of fm-. and fur trimming. The 
amount received for custom work, re- 
pairs and'- storage of furs was $2/209,- 
000, compared with $3,296,000 in 1932 
and ,$2,446;000 in' 1931. : ; 

"Tlie number of establishments mak- 
ing iur goods as their : principal prod- 
uct in-. 1033 -was 332, distributed by 
provinces' as' follows: Ontario '15'5, 
Qucibec'- 126,- Manitoba 27, - Alberta 7, 
British 'Ckilunibla 4,' Saskatchewan 2, 
andr^Mova Scotia and New Brunswick 
one. each. The total number shows 
an increase over 1932 of 53, many of 
the cstat)ll8hments .added to the list 
behig of small size with output con- 
sisting chiefly of t'epah- work. 

Canada exports annually large 
quantities; of raw. furs, but her' exiiwrt 
tradë^iii; dressed furs and^ manufac- 
tures of' furs is of comparatively little 
importance. The total value of Cana- 
dian furs exported during the calendar 
■year 1933 was $12,141,000,. divided as 
follows: fur skins undressed .$11,925,- 
000, fur skins dressed . $l'i2,600, and 
manufactures of fiirs $44,000. Com- 
pared ' with thé preceding year, the 
totaj value . shows . an inçr(Basc of 
$1,185,000, or - 11 per cent. The United 
Kingdom and the United States pro- 
vide the chief markets for Canadian 
furs, the former hi 1933 taking 62 
per: cent of thé tbùl expOTto^to m l a ^
